Milwaukee. Wia.. Oct. 15.--'Theodore 
Roosevelt 
was 
shot 
and 
slightly 
wounded here as he wan leaving tim 
hotel for the auditorium , where he 
wan to deliver hie speech of Die even­ 
ing. 
His assailant, who later gave evi­ 
dence of dem entia, gave his name as 
John Schrank, aud Ilia address as 870 
F ast T enth street, New York. 
Before Schrank could tire a second 
time. Ahbert Marlin, stenographer with 
the Roosevelt party, and 
Henry F. 
I'ocherus, form er 
football player at 
Wisconsin university, grabbed Schrank. 
Colonel Roosevelt stood beside the an 
tomobile which he had been about 10 
enter when shot and directed the p >- 
Beemen 
who 
w ere relieving 
Martin 
and Coch em s from their struggles with 
Schrank. 
Mr. Roosevelt insisted on 
prof eeding to the hail 
and 
going 
through with at least a part of his 
speech. 
An exam ination of the wound by Dr. 
Hatton, of Milwaukee, and th ree other 
surgeons allowed that the bullet had 
entered the fleshy pait of the right 
chest. 
The 
wound hied freely for som e 
time, but Colonel Roosevelt said he 
was suffering no pain, mid so tar as 
could be learned there was no internal 
hem orrhage.

Through the great throng that tmd 
been crow ding about the colonel’s au­ 
tomobile In front of the hotel and 
cheering him as he was walking to­ 
ward It, the polit e after Colonel Boose 
velt hail departed dragged S chrank In­ 
to the hotel While Martin, the stenos 
rapher. and Cochems had tveen strug 
gling with him and later while the p> 
lice w e re pulling him aw ay from the

raved Incoherently.

Among his effects was a m em orandum 
showing the schedule of Colonel Roosa 
velt's party, beginning with a speech 
delivered In South C arolina on Sept.

T he crow d that surrounded Colonel 
Roosevelt's automobile In front of the 
OII patrick hotel, while dense in the
